I liners.” The beginner does not u.sual- 
ly want to invest mtich mone.v in a set. 
until lie thoroughly understands the 
princijiles invoh ed; and a crystal re­ 
ceiver is ideal for him; the more ad­ 
vanced radio enthusiast, also, can use 
a crystal set to advantage as a standby 
for the not infrequent occasions when 
his large set “goes on strike”—usually 
when a^particularly interesting concert 
or lecture is “on the air.” 
The crvstal rccciier described in 
this article is easy to bttiid, is always 
ready to use, will give c.xeellcnt results 
up to a distance of '20 miles, and costs 
only about 65 cents to build. 
' 
•The coil, whieli is of the spider-web 
type, is wound on a form consisting of 
a .slotted fiber disk, ’/lo in. thick, and ,7 
in. in diameter. There are 13 “spokes’’ 
in the form, and, if fiber is unobtain­ 
able, heavy cardboard may be used 
instead. Fifty turns of No. 26 single 
cotton-covered wire are wound on the 
form, the wire being led through a 
small hole drilled near the center of 
the disk and then wound on the form 
from the center out, over and under 
alternate spokes.

The bank was opened in 
July, 1919, and continued under the 
League administratioii until Decem­ 
ber, 1921, a period of about two'and 
u half years, and has been under its 
present administration slightly more 
than two years. 
Thc original farm loan law author­ 
ized $10,000',000 of farm loans, but 
the law since has been amended and

The loan business has been furthiir 
complicated by the manner of appRk' 
cations. 
The loans have not rc.-ult- 
ed in putting a great amount of “i cw 
money” in the state, since the ex­ 
perience of offfciuls of the depart 
ment is that 95 percent of thc loans 
art made for refunding purposes—to 
pay off mortgages already existing 
on the land. The fact th:\t the loans 
usually are made 
on 
encumbcied 
land i.s another factor in the time 
required to complete a loan.
